The Well 


The people at Andawa, per- 
haps 400 of them, poor and des- 
perately in need, made up from 
their own slim means, half ‘the 
gum necessary to drill a well. 

A very remarkable man, with 
the look of a benign kewpie 
about him, and with consider- 
able engineering skill, is in 
charge of this work for what is 
called the Etawah Pilot Project, 
with Horace Holmes, former 
county agent from Tennessee, as 
the American agricultural ad- 
viser. This man is Amesn 
Varshney. He has a gentle, per- 
suasive manner and the people 
trust him. 

The government provides half 
the sum to drill wells, because 
the government is itself poor and 
is seeking to become self-suffi- 
cient in food so it will not have 
to import expensive cereals. The 
government needs more and 
more irrigated fields. The land 
in this area, which is in the vast 
‘Ganges River valley, is very fer- 
tite, but arid. Aside from the 
monsoons which bring rain in 
late June and into late August, 
there is almost literally no rain 
at all. Camels are in great use 
here as pack animals and to pull 
carts. So, the government is in 
terested in wells. : 
~Varshney had worked out a 
geological plan and he selected 
a site for the drilling which the 
Villagers didn’t believe would 
produce water. His drills struck 
artesian water at about 100 feet, 
but it lacked 12 feet of pushing 
to the surface. He had a shaft 
dug, bricked and cemented it in, 
and placed a small motor at the 
base which could be run by a 
tractor. The machine could do 
work in the fields, and on the 
roads, when irrigation was not 
required,

~So, at last the fjnal bolts were 
tightened, the tractor was backed 
into place, the belt was cut and 
adjusted and all was ready. This 
work was done by two men 
trained here. A few months ago 
they were farm workers. 

All the village was there—all 
the males, that is. In India 
the women stay at home. But 
the children were all there. They 
stood: about, some 200 of them, 
talking, laughing, jesting with 
Varshney, telling him he would 
obtain only dust. 

The motor was started. Silence 
fell.. Each face was turned to- 
ward the end of the big six-inch 
pipe. For perhaps 20 seconds 
nothing came and the villagers 
began to look at one another. 
Then came a sudden gush of 
water, then a trickle, and thén 
@ great six-inch stream of pale 

‘ water. 

" What a cry went up! What 
capering! What shouting and 
yelling! The farmer who owned 
the field into which the free 
water was pouring called to his 
gons. and they began to pull mud 
into a channel to direct the wa- 
ter into his field of wheat. Chil- 
dren shrieked and waded in it. 
Varshney beamed. The chief 
mechanic, Zaheer Hussain, a 
most solemn man, refused to 
smile. He knew it all along and 
he wanted the village to know. 

Water is one of the elements 
of life. We who have so much 
of it forget that. After a while 
the motor was stopped.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 16—(). 
Dorothy Dix, who ministered to 
the nation’s heartaches for a half 
a century, died at Touro Infirm- 


ary Sunday at the age of 90. 

She had been ill for many 
months. 

Miss Dix, whose real name was 
Mrs. Elizabeth Meriwether Gilmer, 
received thousands of letters from 
persons seeking advice on personal 
problems, usually pertaining to 
love or marriage. 

She replied to them in her syn- 
dicated column, “Dorothy Dix 
Talks.” 

Miss Dix started her newspaper

Concerned about friction in the admin- 
istration of the state school system and 
convinced that division of authority there 
impairs efficiency and retards progress, 
‘ Georgia educators have been working with 
legislators in preparing a bill to remedy the 
condition. 

Fred Hand, speaker of the Georgia House, 
reportedly will introduce a measure provid- 
ing for election of the state school board by 
the Legislature and appointment of the state 
superintendent by the board. Under the 
present law, the governor appoints the board 
and the people elect the state superintendent. 
' The weakness of the present plan is ob- 
-vious—no chain of command or, to put it the 
_other way, too many bosses. 

The board is responsible to the governor. 
The state superintendent is responsible to the 
people. If there is harmony between board 
and superintendent, if they see eye to eye, 
then the system runs smoothly. But harmony 
is accidental and not planned. 

When it doesn’t exist, trouble develops. 
Things can come to an impasse and the 
schools suffer. We've seen that happen too 
often. The same applies to counties in which 
the grand juries elect the school board and 
the people elect the county superintendent.

While the Fred Hand plan is a step in 
the right direction, there is disagreement, 
even among educators, about the manner of 
choice of the state school board. 

One school of thought holds that the 
board should continue to be a constitutional 
body appointed by the governor, with the 
members having staggered terms. In addition, 
the board would name the superintendent, 
who now is elected by the people. They would 
have the public schools of the state admin- 
istered as the university system. 

“Would you want your board of regents 
elected by the people?” they ask those who 
suggest popular choice of the school board. 

At the other pole are those who want 
the people to elect the board. “That is de-

A Few Rotten Apples 
Don’t Spoil the Barrel 


In viewing the scandals involving gov- 
ernment employees, we should not lose sight 
of the fact that the shady practices involve 
only a few. Tom Stokes points that out, too, 
in his column of today. 

The vast majority of our public servants, 
most of them under civil service regula- 
tions, are hard-working, faithful, and loyal. 
Many are poorly paid by present-day stand- 
ards and thousands doubtlessly have the op- 
portunity to take advantage of their positions 
for private gain and don’t. 

Because of the indiscretions of a few, it 
is unfair to bring discredit upon these who 
are genuinely dedicated to public service. 
This ideal of service has guided the majority 
of these government workers into careers of 
great usefulness. 

President Truman’s decision to establish 
an investigative body to watch continuously 
for the shady practices which brought about 
the present scandals was long overdue. We 
hope it functions without fear of political 
interference. It should work to prevent 
smearing of innocent employees by finding 
out the facts before making charges against 
government employees public. 

To ferret out malfeasance before it in- 
fects and brings discredit upon others should 
be the major function of this organization. 
_ We are sure it has the approval of most 
government employees—those who regret the 
scandals and those responsible for them as 
‘much as the rest of us. 


These loyal, honest federal employees 
should and do resent being lumped in a body 
with parasites who betray their trusts.

The Major Has Been 
Right on Other Things 


Maj. Alexander P. de Seversky, interna- 
tional aeronautical authority, predicts with- 
in the next 50 years a new generation of 
American pioneers will be flying space ships 
powered with atomic engines to the moon 
in three and a half hours. 


_ If so many of Major de Seversky’s earlier 
predictions had not already come true, we 
would not give this one a passing glance. 
In view of his past record, however, it seems 
that the present era will be considered very 
backward indeed; that is if it manages to es- 
cape atomic destruction by a third world war. 

This same atomic power, Major Seversky 
Says, applied to small craft will put any 
individual on earth “within walking distance” 
of any other by means of an air carrier 
smaller and less complicated than a bicycle.

The Constitution believes that a change 
must be made to clear up the division of 
authority that now exists in the school sys- 
tem. We want to see established a chain of 
command to eliminate the feudin’ and 
fussin’ and fightin’ we have had between 
board and the state superintendent. 

We hold that a board, be it private or 
public, should be a policy-forming group. We 
believe that the board in turn should appoint 
or hire a manager or director or superin- 
tendent and leave to him the details of ad- 
ministration. Let them hire a qualified man, 
one trained in the field, then turn the business 
over to him. 

When administration conflicts with policy, 
then the school board ought to have the 
power to see that policy prevails. 

Elect a school superintendent? You 
might as well elect the state highway direc- 
tor, or the chief warden at Tattnall, or the 
fire chief, or the principal of your high school 
or the teachers themselves. 3 

These are administrative officers to be 
chosen on basis of training and ability alone, 
and we don’t mean ability to get votes. 

While the ideal solution might seem to lie 
in election of the board by the people, the 
Hand Plan offers, for the time at least, a 
more practical method of eliminating the 
division of authority in the operation of. the 
State School system. For that reason we be- 
lieve the people will look favorably on the 
proposal.

WASHINGTON—The cross-fire at President 

Truman’s first press conference after his return - 

ts to Washington, which revolved about what his. 
inquisitors bluntly called “the tax scandals,” tended to submerge a 
point the President made toward the end of that session. It is ime 
portant to lots of earnest, honest, hard-working people in gove 


erment whose service to their country is substantial, and whose re- 


wards are not large. 

It is important, too, for the 
nation, 

In referring to the creation of 
some sort of independent inves- 
tigative agency or commission, 
the President said he wanted the 
whole situation developed in or- 
der to show that the great ma- 
jority of government workers 
are honest. He does not want 
them to be smeared. 


Anyone who has been long 
about Washington and ob- 
served the operations of gov- 
ernment closely knows this te 
be true. He knows of the abil- 
ity, loyalty, and devotion to 
publie service that permeates 
the broad ranks of employees 
who carry on the multifold 
duties of a giant and com- 
plex mechanism that touches 
the lives of the people in so 
many ways. As a citizen, the 
long-time observer of govern- 
ment resents the broadsides 
leveled at government work- 
ers en masse when the few 
“bad apples” are brought te 
light. That does not touch the 
solid base and bulwark of the 
government service. 


President Truman obviously 
had this permanent foundation 
of government service in mind 
when, in considering an investi- 
gative commission, he thought 
of Chairman Robert Ram&peck 
of the Civil Serviee Commission 
as a very helpful figure in the 
task. The chairman, for many 
years an able and highly re- 
spected member of Congress 
from Georgia, has supervision, 
so to speak, along with other 
members of the commission, of 
the host of civil service employ- 
ees. He knows of their role in 
government, their importance to 
the proper functioning of gov- 
ernment and the importance of 
that to the nation. Recently, and 
more than once, he has spoken 
out in their defense. 

All of this naturally will 
come within the purview of an 
investigative commission or 
agency, whether it includes 
government representatives or is 
made up entirely of persons out- 
side government, which has

Your Waistline — 


Determines 
Your Figure 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


Many a little woman could 
slip into a size 12 except that 
her waistline is a generous size 
14 and measures 27 to 28 bulg- 
ing inches. 

That middle measure is the 
test of the figure. In fact, many 
women go by the waist rather 
than by the scales. The minute 
the skirt band is a tight squeeze, 
they cut out all desserts. 

If there is a bit more fat than 
fits at your waist, take slim- 
ming measures. You probably 
do not need a strict diet. Eat 
good food, but trim off the ex- 
tras. 
simply leaving off*desserts. 

Also a stretch in time will 
save the ‘waistline. Fat and 
well-toned muscle cannot occu- 
py the same space, s0 
s-t-r-e-t-c-h and b-e-n-d. 

It is easier to stretch against 
something solid . . . such as the 
wall. Stand with side to wall, a 


\ couple of inches away from the 


wall, arm extended up wall. 
Then stretch, but center the ac- 
tion through the middle meas- 
urement, pulling the waist out 
of the hips, and the wishbone 
away from the waist. It even 
feels _slimming. Relax and 
stretch again ... 
times, then change sides and 
stretch along the other side. 

To add a definite side-bend 
... step away from the wall, 
still standing sideways toward 
wall ... place palm of hand 
flat against the wall and 
straighten elbow. This puts you 
an arm’s distance from the wall. 
Have the opposite hand 
stretched upwards, then bend 
slowly toward the wall and 
try to touch fingers to the hand 
on the wall. This is a real 
pull, so do not continue more 
than three counts on each side. 

Relax ... lie down on back 
on floor, prop feet up on low 
bench or chair seat and “rest” 
by pressing small of back 
snugly against floor. From this 
easy position, bring alternate 
knees to chest, while flinging 
arms back on floor overhead.

Smoking, Anoxia 


Carbon monoxide is a color- 
less, odorless gas produced by 
burning carbon (coal, wood, oil, 
gasoline, trash, leaves, gas, 


paper) with a restricted supply 
of air (oxygen). 

Anoxia is a state of oxygen 
deficiency in the tissues, cells 
and organs of the body; oxygen 
deficiency in the blood is called 
anoxemia. 

Any fuel burner may give off 
more or less carbon monoxide 
and -therefore requires a flue 
connection with the chimney or 
a stovepipe fo carry the prod- 
ucts of combustion to the outer 
air, as a measure of safety for 
occupants or workers and rea- 
sonable protection of their 
health. 


The presence of more than a 
small.proportion of carbon mon- 
oxide in the air of an occupied 
room is a ten tg ag. a health 
of the occupants if not to their 
life. 

Fuel burning heaters without 
proper stovepipe connection 
with chimney or the outer air 
are especially dangerous in 
small living rooms, bedrooms or 
bathrooms -where there is gen- 


erally little ventilation to re- | 


move carbon monoxide from the 
room. 

Electric heaters are safe in 
this respect. 

Notwithstanding the false as- 
surances salesmen sometimes 
give customers of limited intel- 
ligence, no fuel-burning device 
destroys or burns all the fumes, 
— or poisons the burner gives 
off. 

Most people today are aware 
of the grave danger of sudden 
asphyxia (anoxia) from breath- 
ing air polluted with carbon 
monoxide given off in the ex- 
haust of an automobile engine 
which runs for a short time in 
a closed garage—say on a cold 
morning to warm up the 
engine... The exhaust of an 
automobile engine always con- 
tains considerable carbon mo- 
noxide, 


Few are aware that carbon 
monoxide may be present in to- 
bacco smoke. 

In tests of 50 smokers in Bel- 
fast, Dr. J. T. Shepherd found 
that smokers who inhaled about 
once in a minute showed little 
measurable effect, smokers who 
inhaled every 20 seconds showed 
steady decrease of blood flow, 
and smokers who inhaled every 
15 seconds became dizzy, nau- 
seated and faint. These are the 
effects commonly ascribed to 
nicotine. But there is some 
doukt whether nicotine is pres- 
ent In tobacco smoke—it may 
be destroyed by combustion. 


There is no doubt that carbon 
monoxide is present in tobacco 
smoke and in sufficient concen- 
tration to account for just such 
symptoms, plus headache. In fact 
chemical analyses of tobacco 
smoke showed that a smoker in- 
hales a 0.2 per cent concentra- 
tion of carbon monoxide—two 
parts in a thousand parts of 
air—at each puff. If a man 
breathes air containing two 
parts of CO per thousand he will 
become powerless and un- 
conscious; if there is only one 
part CO per thousand, the per- 
son breathing it will at least get 
a throbbing headache, flushing 
of the skin a sense of tightness 
across the forehead. The smoker 
however, takes a few inhalations 
of comparatively pure air be- 


tween each puff or inhalation of, 


polluted air. :
